The  details  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Circular  3/49)  are  as  follows  : 

I.  The  water  supply  to  the  City  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  as  regards  both  quality  and  quantity.  The  Corporation  is  the 
owner  of  the  water  undertaking  and  operates  the  supply  by  Diesel 
electric  pumps  at  two  separate  sources  in  each  case  from  a  set  of 
boreholes  tapping  underground  supplies. 

II.  Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  submission  to  chemical  analysis 
both  of  raw  water  and  that  going  into  supply  following  chlorination 
at  each  source  of  supply. 

In  general  bacteriological  examination  is  tabulated  as  a  follow-on  of 
the  chemical. 

III.  No  plumbo-solvent  property  has  ever  been  attributable  to  this 
particular  supply. 

IV.  No  contamination  had  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

V.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  with  supplies

As  variations  of  analysis  from  time  to  time  are  so  insignificant  and  as  analysis 
details  have  been  given  so  many  times  in  past  reports,  extenso  results  are 
omitted  and  the  reader  is  referred,  if  interested,  to  previous  details.

Food  “  Poisoning/’ 

No  official  notifications  were  lodged  by  practitioners  during  1948  under 
Section  17,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Diarrhoeal  “  incidents  ”  arose  on  2  or  3  separate  occasions  relegable  to  out¬ 
put  of  school  meals  (dinners)  supplied  between  26th  April  and  July,  1948. 

In  detail  review  of  the  whole  evidence,  conviction  becomes  borne  in  that  the 
reason  for  these  outbreaks  was  attributable  to  the  same  activating  cause  upon 
each  occasion.  It  took  months  to  tie  down  the  offending  element  which  could 
with  some  certainty  be  ascribed  to  zinc  metal  presumably  associated  with  the 
processing  procedure  in  the  operation  of  drying  peas  and  barley  flakes  which 
formed  associated  elements  in  the  particular  meal(s). 

Much  painstaking  effort  had  to  be  exerted  in  arriving  at  a  tolerably  certain 
conclusion. 

It  seemed  clear  from  clinical  effects  amongst  the  involved  persons  that 
upon  no  occasion  were  we  dealing  with  bacterial  contamination,  and  it  is  un¬ 
necessary  to  consider  this  aspect  though  strong  pressure  was  exerted  from 
without  to  make  me  “  pronounce  the  shibboleth.” 

From  every  consideration,  however,  this  aspect  was  discarded  but  initially 
mislead  arose  to  a  quite  tangible  respect  because  of  the  superficial  opinion 
given  on  the  initial  chemical  analysis,  at  the  outset,  viz.  that  no  undue  amount 
of  chemical  constituent  had  been  found  ;  but  if  70  parts  per  million  of  zinc 
(subsequently  deponed  to)  as  a  supplier’s  content  amongst  dried  peas  and  a 
corresponding  quantity  in  two  further  ingredients  of  the  same  meal  is  unworthy 
of  consideration  as  a  thoroughly  likely  explanation  of  the  catharsis  experienced 
by  the  “  victims,”  the  theory  of  cause  causans  must  on  all  occasions  be  blown 
to  shreds. 

We  have  passed  on  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Committee  appointed  late 
autumn  to  consider  and  make  a  report  on  chemical  contamination  of  certain 
foodstuffs  the  above  our  local  findings  in  the  hope  that  some  better  means  of 
processing  can  be  devised  than  that  imparting  to  processed  dried  vegetables 
an  amount  of  zinc  which  if  associated  and  geared  together  in  one  meal  could 
not  do  other  than  be  catharic  to  certain  consumers  as  took  place  in  the  series 
experienced  here.

To  The  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Councillors  of  the  City  of  Peterborough. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Report — which  is  primarily 
statistical — of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  department  for  the  year  1948,  this 
being  my  thirty-eighth  Annual  Report. 

Formal  complaints  have  again  been  high.  There  is  no  noticeable  easing  of 
the  difficulty  in  getting  repair  work  done  to  houses.  Delay  is  considerable, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  property  generally  is  deteriorating  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  extent  due  to  lack  of  attention  to  essential  maintenance. 

Meat  and  Food  inspection  work — -details  of  which  follow  under  the  appro¬ 
priate  headings — has  again  taken  up  a  consideiable  part  of  your  officers’  time. 

An  inspection  was  made  of  the  Sanitary  Conveniences  of  all  Licensed  Houses 
in  the  City,  and  speaking  generally  the  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
only  eight  minor  defaults  being  noted.  In  addition  attention  was  given  to  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  the  bars,  including  the  cleanliness  and  condition  of 
glasses,  pump  lines  and  the  facilities  for  cleaning  utensils. 

Inspections  and  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  the  kitchens  and  sculleries  of  all 
the  local  Hotels,  Restaurants  and  Cafes.  Attention  was  given  to  the  general 
sanitary  condition  of  these,  including  the  crockery  and  utensils.  On  the  whole 
they  were  found  satisfactory.  Only  four  minor  matters  called  for  attention 
and  one  cautionary  letter  was  sent. 

The  premises  of  Ice-cream  manufacturers  and  shops  selling  Ice-cream,  also 
Food  Making-up  premises  have  been  kept  under  supervision.  Details  of  the 
inspections  follow  under  their  respective  headings. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  Theatres,  Cinemas  and  Licensed  places  of 
entertainment  were  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  Licensing  Justice  and  I  was 
able  to  report  favourably  thereon. 
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INSPECTIONS,  COMPLAINTS,  NOTICES. 

Inspections  4,232.  Re-visits  951.  Complaints  175  (Formal).  Action  was 
found  necessary  in  149  cases.  By  personal  interviews  with  Owners  or  Agents 
it  was  possible  to  get  the  bulk  of  matters  requiring  attention  dealt  with.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  send  35  Informal  Notices  and  23  letters  onlv  respecting 
defaults  covered  by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  3  Statutory  Notices 
were  served  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

NUISANCES  ABATED  AND  SANITARY  DEFECTS 

REMEDIED. 

Total  443 — covering  similar  matters  as  set  out  in  detail  in  pre-war  Reports. 

3  Houses  were  disinfested  for  bugs — one  by  the  Owner’s  tradesman  and  two 
by  the  tenant.

843  houses  were  inspected,  and  a  total  of  1,265  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose. 

Permission  under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  was  given  for  5  dwelling  vans  to  be  stationed  on  4  approved  sites. 

21  Slum  Clearance  houses  were  licensed  under  Defence  Regulation  68  A. A. 
for  temporary  occupation. 

One  dwelling  totally  unfit  for  occupation  was  subject  to  a  Closing  Order. 
An  undertaking  was  given  to  use  it  as  a  Stores.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Government  Slaughter  and  Meat  Distribution  Scheme,  which  commen¬ 
ced  in  January,  1940,  still  continues.  Midgate  Slaughterhouse  was  closed  during 
the  year  under  review  in  favour  of  the  whole  of  the  general  slaughtering  being 
concentrated  at  Westwood  Abattoir.  The  Bacon  Factory  Slaughterhouse 
also  continues  to  function  as  heretofore. 

As  in  former  years  the  Abattoir  has  dealt  with  a  large  number  of  casualty 
and  unthrifty  animals  sent  in  for  slaughter  and  from  the  details  following  it 
will  be  noted  that  this  class  of  animal  adds  considerably  to  the  condemnations. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  was  : — Beasts 
(including  Cows)  2,987  ;  Sheep  and  Lambs  8,360  ;  Calves  1,040  ;  Pigs  3,852. 
No  horses  are  slaughtered  in  the  area  for  human  consumption.  No  slaughtering 
is  done  locally  by  the  Jewish  Method.

These  samples  were  reported  as  free  from  dirt 
and  preservative. 

Three  samples  of  milk  were  reported  against  resulting  in  six  Following-up

Milk  No.  260 — was  reported  7  per  cent  deficient  in  fat.  Two  "  Appeal-to-

Milk  No.  305 — a  sample  of  bottled  milk  was  reported  12  per  cent  deficient 
in  fat.  Three  Following-up  samples  were  subsequently  taken  which  were 
reported  genuine.  The  Certificate  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Producer- Vendor  was  written  to  by  the  Town  Clerk  on  the 
request  of  the  Committee. 

Sample  No.  248.  Beef  Sausage — this  sample  was  reported  8  per  cent  de¬ 
ficient  of  the  minimum  standard  of  meat.  The  Certificate  was  considered  by 
the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Town  Clerk  was  requested  to  caution 
the  Vendor. 

Samples  Nos.  213  &  268.  Spiced  Brisling  Paste. — These  samples  contained 
respectively  only  52.4  per  cent  and  30  per  cent  of  fish.  The  standard  for  similar 
Ho  me  Packed  products  is  70  per  cent  fish.  As  these  were  an  Imported  product 
the  Ministry  of  Food  was  communicated  with  and  given  details.  Correspondence 
and  telephone  conversations  hereon  followed  and  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry 
the  matter  was  left  in  their  hands  for  any  action  deemed  necessary.
